The amendments add the limitations whereby "if the nucleic acid ligand is inhibitory" assists in identification of.... region "or its 

structure". These new limitations have not previously been considered and hence would require further search and consideration. The 
amendments further add new claims 9-12 without cancellation of a corresponding number of claims. New claims 9-10 depend from claim 
2 and add numerous limitations not previously considered e.g. a Markush group of proteins and assay steps of replication, repressor, or 
activator activities. 

It is also noted that new claims 11-12 are drawn to a new method of "inhibiting enzyme activity". This new method has not been 
previously examined, searched or considered. Hence further search and consideration would be needed. 

Applicant's arguments have been reviewed. However, the arguments address the Written Description and priority date of "if.... inhibitory" 
and "structure" limitations added with the amendment. Hence, the arguments are deemed moot regarding the rejections in the Final 
Office Action. 
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
